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DETAILED ACTION 

Terminal Disclaimer 

1 . The terminal disclaimer filed on 1 1/24/08 disclaiming the terminal portion of any 
patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of Pat. 
No. 6,730,341 has been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal disclaimer has been 
recorded.

Claim 14 after "agitating the bodies of meat" insert -at an elevated temperature-. 
Claim 24, line 3 before "temperature" delete "a" and insert -an elevated-. 
Claim 24 delete "43" and insert -45-. 
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In the abstract, delete "alleged" and insert -elevated — on lines 2 & 3. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1, 12-17, 20-24, and 26-28 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the method of 
processing meat of independent claims 1 and 24 define over the prior art of record 
because the prior art does not teach, suggest, nor render obvious contacting bodies of 
meat with a treating solution; agitating said bodies of meat in contact with said treatment 
solution at an elevated temperature for the bodies of meat of substantially 45°F to 60°F 
until said bodies of meat are substantially dry; and recovering said bodies of meat in a 
substantially dry state, wherein the step of recovering the bodies of meat further 
comprises the step of agitating the bodies of meat simultaneously with cooling the 
bodies of meat. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
